Two White Men Slain In At- 


tempting to Rescue Flag 
From Fire 


AGITATORS^ IN HIDING 
"Back to Abyssinia" Parade 


Ends In Riot Sunday at 
Scene of Flag Burning 


CHICAGO, .Tune 21.—Race rioting 


broke out in Chicago's south side dis- 
trict today as the i_*termath to the 
shooting and killing of two white men 
Sunday night by a mob of negro fanat- 
ics, after the blacks, who were en- I 
raged in a "Back to Abyssinia" dem- 
onstration, had burned two American 
flags. 


Today's riot started when three ne- 


gro preachers left a south side inter- 
utban train. They were attacked by 
a mob of whites, who, inflamed by 
news of the Sunday night outrage, set 
upon them with stones and clubs. All 
three were injured and taken to hos- 
pitals. A white iioliceman who inter- 
fered was felled by a brick. 


In the meantime. Grover C. Redding 


negro "prince of Abyssinia." who led 
the demonstration 
on 
Sunday, and 


seven other participants, were arrest- 
ed by a squad of policemen after an 
all night hunt for them by detectives 
and naval intelligence operatives. The 
interest of the latter in the hunt was 
due to the fact that, one of the men 
slain by the negro was an enlisted man 
of the navy. 


Hundreds of policemen were sent 


to Chicago's "black belt" to preserve 
order, and a statement urging citizens 
to keep cool was issued by Chief of 
Police Garrity.

From which we infer that world markets are still to be won, tho the Ameri- 


can people cannot consume their entire product and that consequently there 
must be a surplus on hand. .Nevertheless we must deal with a high and still 
mounting cost of living. Senator Edge is the flrat prominent conservative rep- 
resentative in public life to announce this surplus. 
It la strange that he does 


,not show where it. is, and stranger still that it does not occur to him that It 
jnight be used to break the high cost of living. 


Foreign markets are excellent things to possess. They enable us to get 


goods in an easier manner than we can otherwise get them. 
But while we are

•which Senator Edge champion?.
